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a New city manager takes the reins 


It looks as though Boyne City has 
anew city manager. On Tuesday, the 
Boyne City City Commission ap- 
proved a contract with top manager 
candidate Michael Cain, who has 
spent the last couple of weeks in ne- 
gotiations with city attorney Jim 
Murray. 

The final contract, according to 
Murray, contains essentially all of the 
elements agreed upon by commis- 
sioners at their previous regular meet- 
ing, including a salary of $72,500; 10 
percent deferred compensation; insur- 
ance benefits; a six-month termina- 
tion package; and direction from the 
city that “encourages,” but does not 
require, Cain to seek housing within 
the city limits. 

The only major departure from the 
terms requested by commissioners is 


the change from a three-year contract 
term to a four-year contract term, per 
Cain’s request. 

Cain, according to Murray, con- 
ceded in areas such as deferred com- 
pensation and termination clauses, but 
didn’t budge on the four-year contract 
requirement. 

“We only changed [to the four-year 
term] after much discussion,” Murray 
said. 

Though other commissioners were 
comfortable with the change, com- 
missioner Vicki Standen voiced her 
disapproval of the longer contract 
term. 

“When we write a four-year con- 


_ tract, [the city] will be obligated at 


any time [during those four years] to

The nomination came in response to 
a formal request from Boyne City 
Commissioner Chuck Vondra to have 
East Jordan represented in the re- 
search phase of the project.

committee benefits from 
reorganization, donations 


It’s been a tough year for the Jordan Valley Free- 
dom Festival. Though the event still enjoys a tremen- 
dous amount of popularity as a fun, family-oriented 
community event, the folks behind the scenes have 
struggled both with manpower and financing to keep 
the festival moving forward. 

In recent months, Freedom Festival organizers have 
struggled with the possibility of paring back the of- 
ferings, reorganizing the planning process, and find- 
ing new avenues for fund-raising. 

The struggle, though, has begun to look as if it’s 
paying off, according to committee president Gina 
Oliver, who took the reins this yen: from longtime 
leader Anne Crick. 

A big boost to those working at organizing the event 
recently has been the acquiring of a space to call their 
own, even if it ts just a table and a few chairs in the 
corner of the cavernous, under-renovation space ad- 
joining the current City Hall. 

“The city said we can use as much [of the space] as 
we need,” Oliver said. The space, though not fancy, 
is aGod-send, according to Oliver, just for the simple 
fact that having an “‘office” will allow the committee 
to keep all of their records, supplies, and data in one 
location, rather than scattered at various committee 
members’ homes and offices. 

“Everything is in one spot,” she said. 

The East Jordan Public School District has also 
shown its support in offering some unused office fur- 
niture to the cause, to help furnish the mostly-bare 
space. A big boost also came with the recent acquir- 
ing of a computer for the committee to utilize, cour- 
tesy of a trip to the Michigan Festivals and Events 
Convention recently. 

“It’s slightly used,” Oliver said, but will be far su- 
perior to the committee’s previous method of keep- 
ing information, again; stored on various committee 
members’ computers. 

Beyond these practical elements, the committee has 
been hard at work, too, on reorganization efforts, in 
the hopes of streamlining planning and lightening the 
burden on existing committee members. 

Though official committee votes have yet to take 
place, the consensus in discussion has been to elimi- 
nate Freedom Festival committee participation in Sun- 
day events, as well as look closely at the possibility 
of paring down the glut of events that currently fill 
Friday and Saturday of the festival. The primary rea- 
son for the cutbacks, Oliver said, is a need to be real- 
istic about the manpower available, and to be con- 
scious of the very real possibility of burnout in those 
volunteering their time. In their committee meetings, 
the goal now, Oliver said, is to focus on the fact that

“the people in [the meeting] are what we have 
to work with, the manpower we have to work 
with.” 

There’s always the hope, however, that the 
manpower will increase, as other volunteers step 
up to give their time and talents to the event. 
The crisis level of the festival was all too evi- 
dent last year with the cancellation of the Jor- 
dan Valley Freedom Festival car show. Recently, 
however, longtime organizer Ron Peck signed 
on once again, with other volunteers, to see that 
the show is revived for the upcoming year. As 
it turns out, many of the reasons that the show 
fell to the wayside to begin with had to do with 
communication among organizers, an area that 
has come into sharp focus with the current reor- 
ganization. 

“We're hoping to work along with [car show 
volunteers],"° Oliver said, “instead of butting 
heads.” 

Recent refocusing in fund-raising has been 
successful as well, according to Oliver, who 


noted that the Halloween Haunted House put 
on at the Civic Center by the committee net- 
ted about $1,900 for the cause. ‘‘Forty to fifty 
people worked on that,” Oliver said. “We look 
forward to doing it again next year.” 

The recent Avon fund-raiser garnered a 
“good response” from the community, taking 
in more than $700, and new fireworks canis- 
ters, donated by Tom Sheridan and Gerry 
Argetsinger, will be out early this year, in the 
hopes of reminding folks year-round to sup- 
port one of their favorite summer activities. 

Oliver wants to remind everyone, too, that 
while things are looking up. new ideas and 
energy are always in demand. The focus is, as 
always, on “what the community needs and 
wants in a festival.” Oliver said. Meetings are 
held the second Thursday of each month at 
6:30 p.m. in the Jordan Valley Freedom Festi- 
val office (enter through City Hall). All meet- 
ings are open to the public. For more infor- 
mation, call Oliver at 536-9886.

Cause of Eveline Twp 
fire still not known 


State fire officials continue to investigate the cause of a fire that de- 
stroyed an Eveline Township home early last week. 


According to East Jordan fire chief Glen Thorman, the East Jordan 
Fire Department responded to the call at about 3 p.m. on Monday, Dec. 2. 
Arriving at the home, located at 340 Sequonota Rd. and owned by Michael 
and Rene Thomas, firefighters initially saw no signs of fire. According 
to Thorman, the home is situated on top of a hill at the end of a long 
driveway through the woods. “Cresting the hill, [crews] could see the 
house,” he said. “They called in and could see nothing showing from the 
outside.” 

After knocking on the door and receiving no answer, however, 
firefighters peered through the windows and “could see fire rolling in the 
front half of the house.” 

Calls were made for mutual aid from the City of Charlevoix and 
Charlevoix Township fire departments. “Before they got the first line 
pulled from the truck,” Thorman said, “flames started to show through 
the roof.” 

“Tt was a fast-moving fire,” he said, especially due to the fact that much 
of the interior was finished in wood. 

Firefighters remained on the scene throughout the night, putting out 
spot fires and monitoring for hot spots, not clearing the scene until about 
12 noon on Tuesday, Dec. 3. 

“Tt was a lengthy run,” Thorman said. 

The Thomases were not home at the time of the fire. Their 13-year-old 
dog died in the blaze. The home was a total loss. The cause of the fire 
was undetermined at press time, and is still under investigation.

During the Christmas holiday, there are lots of deci- 
sions to be made.

Oechslin says blood donations are needed year-round 
to maintain an ample supply of bleod products for the 
treatment of accident victims, patients undergoing sur- 
gery, and for the treatment of cancer and other serious 
diseases. 

“The practice of modern medicine would be impossible 
without the blood supplied by our volunteer donors.” 
Oechslin says. “We're hopeful that the holiday season will 
inspire more people to donate blood, and to give the gift 
of life.”

pay the severance package,” she said, adding that her con- 
cerns had nothing to do with Cain himself. 

“The protection is very one-sided. We want him here 
for life, but on the other hand, we have to protect the city.” 
In an earher meeting, Standen had suggested a one-to- 
two year contract term. 

Commissioner Ron Grunch, however, had a different 
perspective, noting that ‘“‘When you ask a person to join 
your team, there has to be an element of trust in these 
negotiations.” 

“When you ask someone to move with four children 
we have a responsibility not only to him but his family. If 
someone was asking me to move across the state, I'd ask 
for everything written here.” 

Commission Chuck Vondra voiced support for the terms 
of the contract, though he lamented the fact that the op- 
tion for Cain to seek housing outside of the city limits 
had to be left open. 

“T think it’s crucial that our team leader, the guy in 
charge of the city [live within the city limits]. It projects 
a better image.” 

However, Vondra added, “everything else [in the con- 
tract] I agree with wholeheartedly.” 

Commissioners ended up approving the negotiated con- 
tract without changes by a vote of 4-1, with Standen cast- 
ing the lone opposing vote. 

In a second motion, the commission installed Cain as 
the city manager effective Tuesday, Dec. 10, at the same 
time relieving interim city manager Dick Huebler of his 
post. 

“T now extend my appreciation and thanks to the com- 
mission for my time here,” Huebler said. “Now let’s get 
Mike on board and let him take over the reins.” 

Mayor Eleanor Stackus expressed gratitude to Huebler 
as well for the nearly two months he’s spent at the helm 
of the city, thanking him for the “effort and energy” he’s 
expended, “helping us through some rough and difficult 
times.” 

Cain will fill the position vacated by previous city man- 
ager Eric Strahl after the commission voted to terminate 
his contract without cause in September of this year. 

Cain’s previous experience includes time spent as city 


manager for Fenton and, most recently, in St. Johns.

Vision problems and 
learning troubles can 
go hand in hand

When is it time for that first eye examination? 


How well can our children see? At what age should we have childrens’ 
eyes tested? Are the school screenings good enough to discover all vi- 
sual deficiencies? These are some of the questions that I get asked fre- 
quently about our children’s eyes. 

The development of vision is one of the earliest systems to mature. A 
child’s oculomotor system, pupilary response and binocularity are all 
adult-like by the age of six months and the visual acuity is fully mature 
before the age of three. Optometrists and Ophthalmologists know the 
importance of discovering any. deficiencies to any of the aspects of the 
visual pathway and have developed specialized age appropriate tests to 
measure them. 

Reliance on vision screening by pediatricians and other primary care 
physicians, unfortunately, may result in the late detection of Amblyopia 
and other vision disorders. One study showed the vision screening was 
attempted on only 38 percent of the three-year-old children and of the 
children that failed only 26 percent were referred for a professional eye 
examination. 

The interrelationship between vision problems and learning difficul- 
ties are of great concern. Much of early learning is visual in nature and 
can be retarded by many different visual disorders, However they can 
interfere with childrens’ abilities to perform to their potential; when chil- 
dren fail to progress in school, even preschool, the cost to the individual 
can be substantial. The prevalence of vision disorders in children was 
measured by The Health Examination Survey and found that 9.2 percent 
of children had eye muscle imbalance or a disease condition or abnor- 
mality in one or both eyes. Also, as high as 30 percent have healthy eyes 
with refractive errors. 

To answer the question “when should I have my child's eyes tested?” 
the answer is NOW! Do not let a correctable visual problem cause any 
further trouble.

‘Oh Christmas tree’: 
Choosing the right 
one for your home 


Along with visions of sugarplums, 
the holiday season also brings visions 
of the perfect Christmas tree, a quest 
many families embark upon whether 
they're heading out to a tree farm to 
cut their own, or picking one up at 
the corner tree lot. 

With more than 830 growers and 
54,000 acres of Christmas trees in the 
state of Michigan, local residents have 
no shortage of places to go: Accord- 
ing to Michigan Department of Agri- 
culture director Dan Wyant. state 
growers reap an annual harvest ex- 
ceeding three million trees, and con- 
tributing $41 million to the state's 
economy. 

So in light of the abundance of 
Christmas conifers at their disposal. 
what should holiday tree-seekers look 
for when scouting out the perfect tree? 

According to Wyant, consumers 
should consider these tips when pur- 
chasing a tree: 

* Look for a well-shaped tree with 
few bare spots 

¢ The tree should be fragrant, not 
musty 

* The needles should be green and 
have good retention: shake the tree to 
allow brown interior needles to fall 
out. Green needles should not fall off 
of a healthy tree 

* Store the tree in a cool, sheltered 


area to protect it from the elements 
until it is brought inside and deco- 
rated. 

In addition, to help keep trees fresh 
throughout the hdliday season and 
prevent Christmas tree-related fires: 

* Make a straight cut across the 
trunk base and place the tree ina stand 
filled with at least one gallon of fresh 
water. A freshly-cut Christmas tree 
will absorb up to one gallon of water 
the first day. 

* Keep trees watered with at least 
one quart of water daily to maintain 
beauty and fragrance. A watered tree 
not only looks better but is also more 
fire-resistant. If the water level in the 
tree stand drops below the end of the 


tree stump, a layer of sap can form 


over the cut stump in just a few hours. 
making it impossible for the tree to 
absorb water. 

¢ Place trees away from heat 
sources such as fireplaces. televisions, 
and radiators. _ 

* Check tree lights to ensure that 
they are consumer-inspected (UL- 
listed or Factory Mutual approved). 

¢ Inspect lights and cords before 
hanging them to ensure they are in 
good working order and fault-free, 

* Remember to unplug tree lights 
before going to bed or leaving the 
house.

DON’T RUB IT! 


To remave a foreign particle fram your 
eye, first try blinking quickly, this may 
dislodge it If not, look upward and 
gently pull the lower lid down. Use a 
soft, clean, lint-free cloth and carefully 
blot between the eye and eyelid. 
Direct the particle away from the 
pupil. Try flushing the eye with water 
using an eyecup or small glass. 
Let the water run over the eye while 
keeping the eye open. If none of these 
work, the object may be ernbedded. 
Seek immediate medical care.
